E.  Pepler,  I  WHEREAS  in 

Deputy  Attorney -General.  \  VV  and  by  section 
282  of  chapter  16  of  the  Statutes  of  1939, 
passed  by  the  Legislature  of  British  Columbia 
in  the  third  year  of  Our  Reign,  intituled  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act,”  it  is  provided  that 
the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act,”  being  chapter 
84  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1936,”  shall  be  repealed  and  that  the  said 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act,”  being  chapter  16 
of  the  Statutes  of  1939,  shall  come  into  opera¬ 
tion  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  by  his  Proclamation: 

And  whereas  Our  said  Lieutenant-Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Coun¬ 
cil,  has  been  pleased  to  declare,  by  Order  in 
Council  in  that  behalf,  the  first  day  of  April, 
1940,  as  the  day  on  which  the  said  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act,”  being  chapter  84  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
shall  be  repealed,  and  as  the  day  on  which  the 
said  “  Provincial  Elections  Act,”  being  chapter 
16  of  the  Statutes  of  1939,  shall  come  into 
operation : 

Now  know  YE  that  We  do  by  these  Presents 
proclaim  and  declare  that  the  said  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act,”  being  chapter  84  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
shall  be  repealed  and  the  said  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act,”  being  chapter  16  of  the  Stat¬ 
utes  of  1939,  shall  come  into  operation  as  on 
and  from  the  first  day  of  April,  1940.

“GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  ( u )  "of  section 
68  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  108  of 
the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  the  following  regulations  be  made,  to  be 
known  as  the  “  Regulations  covering  the  Hold¬ 
ing  of  Field  Trials  for  Hunting  and  Gun 
Dogs.” 
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(1.)  All  field  trials  where  championship 
points  are  to  be  allocated  and  whereat  game 
birds  are  to  be  shot  must  be  held  under  the 
permission  and  supervision  of  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission  and  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Canadian  Kennel  Club  or  clubs  affiliated 
therewith. 

(2.)  Where  game  birds  in  the  wild  state  are 
used  in  connection  with  a  field  trial  an  accurate 
tally  must  be  kept  of  the  number  of  birds  shot 
at  (whether  killed  or  otherwise),  and  an  equal 
number  of  birds  corresponding  to  the  number 
of  birds  so  shot  at  must  be  obtained  from  a 
game  farm  under  permit  from  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission  and  liberated  in  the  area  where  the 
field  trial  takes  place. 

(3.)  The  club  or  organization  applying  to 
hold  a  field  trial  must  post  a  certified  cheque, 
in  a  sum  to  be  designated  by  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission,  to  cover  the  cost  of  replacement  of  all 
birds  shot  at  in  connection  with  the  field  trial, 
and  such  certified  cheque  must  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  Game  Commission  before  per¬ 
mission  is  granted  to  hold  the  field  trial. 

(4.)  No  permit  issued  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations  will  be  valid  unless  the  club 
or  organization  holding  the  permit  has  received 
written  permission  from  the  owners  of  the  land 
over  which  the  field  trial  is  to  be  held. 

(5.)  All  birds  killed  at  any  field  trial  must  be 
turned  over  by  the  club  or  organization  hold¬ 
ing  the  field  trial  to  the  Game  Commission,  to 
be  given  by  the  Game  Commission  to  some 
worthy  charitable  organization. 

(6.)  The  club  or  organization  holding  a  field 
trial  shall,  after  conclusion  of  the  field  trial, 
submit  a  written  report  to  the  Game  Commis¬ 
sion,  showing  the  names  of  all  entrants,  the 
name  and  kind  of  dog  owned  and  used  at  the 
field  trial  by  each  entrant,  and  particulars  of 
each  bird  killed,  giving  the  sex  and  species  of 
birds  in  every  instance. 

(7.)  If  two  or  more  field  trials  are  to  be  held 
in  any  section  of  the  Province  in  any  one  year, 
the  field  trials  must  be  held  in  the  districts  or 
areas  designated  by  the  Game  Commission,  and 
further  field  trials  must  not  be  held  less  than 
two  weeks  apai’t,  unless  permission  so  to  do  is 
first  obtained  from  the  Game  Commission.

Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  oncp  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 


moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(h.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House) .  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which'  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties,  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
m  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  IV2  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number,  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
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of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.
